It says that every 
war that has been fought in all 
the years that have come and 
gone have been wars with plainly 
Stated objectives.

All those wars in which the 
Zreat conquerors of the past had 
their time on life’s stage had ob- 
jectives. The objectives of Alex- 
ander, of Caesar, of Genghis 
Khan, of Attila, of Suleiman the 
Magnificent, of Napoleon were 
plainly stated.

U. S. Internal Revenue Collector Mar- 
ion Allen and his department continue to 
be properly vigilant in behalf of the tax- 
payers and their government. 

They have now filed a tax lien against 
the Atlanta Retail Liquor Association, Inc., 
charging it with owing $29,590.21 in back 
taxes. | 

This is owed, the government says, on 
money collected at 20 cents per case from 
the retailers. We are interested, and think 
the grand jury may well be, in the expla- 
nation. The money was used, said the 
- president of the association, “for general 
promotion purposes.” 

The January-February grand jury be- 
lieved that this 20 cents per case collected 
from retailers was used to help build what 
looked like the beginnings of a poliitcal 
empire. 

Now that the Federal Government has 
some record of this 20 cents per case de- 
duction, we think the grand jury might 
properly ask Mr. Marion Allen to obtain 
permission to tell the grand jury what his

The Atlanta Constitution always has 
held it is better for the Democratic Party 
in Georgia and the South to work within

Leave Differentiation 


The Editors: Economy measures before Con- 
gress include the proposed reduction of annual 
leave granted federal employes from 26 days to 
20 days per annum. 


This brings to mind the fact that postal em- 
ployes have never had more than 15 days’ an- 
nual leave a year or more than 10 days’ sick 
leave a year. 

Postal employes have never begrudged other 
federal workers their greater amounts of sick 
and annual leave and have never, through their 
associations or members, attempted to have the 
leave granted these other federal workers dimin- 
ished. 

But we postal employes find it hard to un- 
derstand how, in a democratic nation, such a 
great distinction can be made between govern- 
mental workers. 

We don’t expect any unusual favors, but do 
feel that our leaders should see fit to give us the 
same amounts of annual and sick leave granted 
other federal workers.

Twice the Volume 


Of the Bible 


WASHINGTON—According to the Library of 

Congress, the King James version of the Bible 

uses 774,746 words in describing the creation of 

man and all the subsequent events related to biblical history. 

Already the Senate Far Eastern policy investigating committee 

has consumed more than twice that many words in building up 

the record of dts hearings on the issues raised by the President’s 
dismissal of Gen. Douglas MacArthur. 

Before the investigation is completed, estimates are that the 
total number of words will run well above 2,000,000. As of 
Wednesday of last week, Ward & Paul, the stenographic report- 
ing firm handling the records of the testimony, made known that 
the word consumption up to then had been 1,834,500. All of this 
at government expense, it is to be noted. 

With that much as prelude, the country will find much to 
commend in General MacArthur’s refusal to accept the commit- 
tee’s invitation for a repeat performance. He had been given an 
opportunity to appear for the’ purpose of offering rebuttal testi- 
mony, if he chose. Replying to the invitation sent out by Chair- 
man Dick Russell, he said he did not believe it to be in the public 
interest for him to accept. 


Counter Rebuttal If the general had gone before the com- 
mittee again to offer rebuttal testimony 
of a controversial nature, that would have created a demand for 
further testimony from the Joint Chiefs of Staff and perhaps a 
whole raft of other government officials who have been involved 
in the dispute. The hearings might have continued interminably. 
It is in the public interest that they be brought to an end as 
soon as possible. Some good has come out of the hearings, no 
doubt, but at a cost which makes the whole proceedings ques- 
tionable. 

The good derives from the open discussion that has been per- 
mitted of our entire foreign policy. By being better informed, the 
public has been able to understand more fully the reasons under- 
lying our various moves abroad. Certainly little has been with- 
held from the public. Chairman Russell has given administration 
critics a free hand from the start in developing all information 
that they considered pertinent to the inquiry. He has leaned 
over backwards in an effort to avoid any charge of the committee 
whitewashing the case. 


Too Much The harm that has come out of the committee in- 

vestigation has been in revealing too much. We 
have made important disclosures to our enemies among the Com- 
munist nations what our plans and purposes are. Gen. Omar 
Bradley, head of the Joint Chiefs of Staff, said he would be willing 
to go before Congress and ask for an appropriation of any amount 
to obtain the same information about our enemies. 

Now that the hearings are nearing an end, we can be thankful 
perhaps that no more damaging information has been permitted 
to slip out. It would have been wiser at the start if the com- 
mittee had agreed to restrict the mumber of witmesses to a very 
few. Secretary of Defense George Marshall and the Joint Chiefs 
would have been enough after the initial testimony of General 
MacArthur, it would seem. 

But in a democracy such as ours freedom of expression is one 
of the fundamentals. ‘The opposition, looking for issues to talk 
about in the next national campaign, insisted on lifting the lid 
on the hearings as far as possible. 
not lifted too high.

Pg tall, thin and delicate, a forthright Republican in his personal politics, a Protestant, the father 
of two children, and, in the present moral climate, a cruel reactionary. A young husband had 


petitioned for a divorce. 
a duty to society to remain at the head of his 
little family. He had enjoyed benefits from so- 
ciety. Now he could not shirk his duty to sdciety 
by dumping his children as if it were a litter of 
kittens beside a desert road. And he told the 
young wife to tidy up her grammar and “make 
yourself attractive and desirable.” 


The simple, earnest wisdom of this young 
judge in his first expression on a subject 
which will often be before him may be 
classical. 


“Although she is only 22 years old, the de- 
fendant wife appears older,” Tullar began. “The 
physical strain of bearing and rearing three chil- 
dren, plus the mental strain of attempting to 
keep her family together with an unwilling hus- 
band, has told on her. She no longer makes the 
most of her appearance, due to the strain, the 
rush of her domestic affairs and the shortage 
of money. The fact that her formal education 
was cut short is readily apparent. It is obvious 
that her time for intellectual, pursuits has been 
negligible since her marriage. She has not suc- 
cessfully been able to compéte with attractive, 
single, young university girls who have none of 
her burdens or responsibilities. 

“The husband is two years older; but, for 
another five years, he will continue to be young, 
vigorous,.-handsome and attractive to women. 
His education has exceeded his wife’s. He finds 
better informed, better groomed, more attractive 
girls on the campus who are willing to make 
themselves attractive to him. His wife and the 
children hang like a millstone around his neck. 
He is still too much of a child to accept his re- 
sponsibilities or to realize that the millstone is, 
in fact. a medal to be worn with pride and 
pleasure. 

“For the fleeting enjoyment that he thinks 
the next few years might bring him as a single 
man he is willing to destroy the home and fam- 
ily life of four other people and to set three 
infant children on the road of life without the 
love, happiness and security which they so des- 
perately need. Perhaps he contemplates mar- 
riage. He is too inexperienced and stupid to 
realize that it is too late for him to find happi- 
ness in that direction. If he thought to take his 
children with him into this new marriage—pro- 
vided his second wife would accept them—he 
would nevertheless find that their mother would 
sit at table with them at every meal... . 

“The interests of the children are now far 
more important than those of the parents. Even 
if it means continued unhappiness to the husband 
and the wife for them to go back together, still 
they have had their chance. If they. have

wrecked their own lives they still must not be 
permitted to wreck the lives of their children. 


“The parties cannot afford the luxury of 
divorce. His income is $120 a month. If a di- 
vorce were granted the minimum which this 
court should order him to pay the defendant 
wife for the support of herself and the children 
should be $200 per month. 


“All the troubles of the parties have been 
brought on by their immaturity and by the in- 
security resulting from too little money. Time 
will dispel both. Give the plaintiff a year or so 
after his graduation to establish himself in his 
profession. If then, either party finds it neces- 
sary to refile this action, I might look with sym- 
pathy upon their grievances. But not now. They 
have made their bed; let them lie in it.”

“Funny thing,’ Dr. Moore said, 
“but in the investigation one 
odd fact turned up. Women 
workers are far more interested 
in what their bosses think of 
them as individual personalities 
than anything else, while the 
men only seek approval for the 
quality of work they turn in.” 

Basic reason for this study is 
so that Tech, in its courses, may 
produce ever better supervisory 
workers. Although, Dr. Moore 
reported, the investigation may 
turn into a psychological ad- 
vance, in the broad sense. Re- 
ports on Dr. Moore’s industrial 
study have already been car- 
ried in Industrial Training mag- 
azine.

Keepers of birth records ask 
that all new babies be named at 
least the second day after arrival, 
Mrs. Aubrey Morris, ward super- 
visor in the maternity wing at 
Grady Hospital related this infor- 
mation during visiting hours Sun- 
day. 

“We had one father,” she said, 
“And when I asked him what 
name they'd given the baby, he 
could only reply ‘What did my 
wife decide?’ ”’ 

Visiting hours on the maternity 
wing bring out people in every 
degree of delirious joy, as well as 
emotions at the lowest ebb. They 
call it the “Baby Watch”... 
those visiting hours when mothers 
and fathers rejoice, or the ones 
who 
from each other. 


Eager for a glimpse of 
“junior” or new baby sister, 
the fathers mass around the 
nursery, but the “no admit- 
tance” sign on the door keeps 
them from cuddling the lat- 
est arrival] in the family. 


Inside the nursery, a nurse 
goes from crib to crib gathering 
the babies in her arms. She 
brings them close to the win- 
dow for fathers to see. 


Babies must be 12 hours old 
for Daddy to see them for the 
first time. At this age, at visit- 
ing time, a nurse will appear at 
the door of the maternity ward, 
call the name of the new father. 


Sometimes no one is there 
' who wants to see the babies, 
but two and three-day-old 
infants are too young to know 
they are being neglected. 
Somehow, they know that 
mother is on the next ward 
and everything is alright. 


Sunday, fathers, grand- 
mothers and grandfathers were 
on hand to view some of the 
new babies. Some of them were 
seeing baby for the first time, 
others were making one of their 
twice daily visits. One father, 
Ervin Ashworth, 352 Pryor 
Street, arrived to see his new 
daughter—his seventh child. 


As fathers—and some of the 
relatives gathered around the 
nursery for the “baby watch” 
nurses passing back and forth 
on their errands of mercy heard 
the same excited remarks, but 
from different voiccs, such as 
the following:

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Why Children 
Display Fear 
Around Dogs

It’s one thing to have a child 
so fearless about dogs, and so 
enamored of them, that he pets 
every one he sees. Just as it’s 
another thing to have a child 
who is terrified of dogs, and al- 
most has hysterics if one ap- 
proaches him. But let’s take 
the second first.

Go Slow Up High 


Mexico (city’s) elevation (7,434 
feet) doesn’t favor “weak lungs” 
(whatever they may be) or a “car- 
diac heart,” and often bothers new 
arrivals, says Edgar Snow in a 
recent magazine article. At least 
“cardiac heart” is not so frighten- 
ing as it may seem at first blush— 
not if.you were inveigled into a 
term -»f Greek or Latin in high 
school or have access to a dic- 
tionary. The condition is as prev- 
alent as pulmonary lung, gastric 
stomach and hepatic liver. Per- 
haps some trick specialist sold Mr. 
Snow $1.80 worth of heart trouble 
for $19.95. 


I remember the mountain sick- 
ness all of us had the day after 
we arrived in Mexico City by au- 
tomobile from Acupulco — there 
was a real doctor besides a w. k. 
quack in the party, but neither 
he nor the quack guessed why we 
all felt so unaccountably languid. 
Perhaps we were so _ worried 
about the hazard of intestinal in- 
fection because of the other com- 
mon symptoms of mountain sick- 
ness—nausea, vomiting, headache, 
diarrhea—that we forgot that we 
had climbed nearly 1% miles from 
Acupluco to the capitol. 

A stay of an hour or two at 
Pike’s Peak (14,100 feet altitude) 
seldom produces mountain sick- 
ness, although many visitors by 
train have the immediate symp- 
toms of anoxemia (insufficient 
oxygen in blood) such as cyano- 
sis (blueness of lips and face and 
nails, fainting or dizziness on sud- 
den or vigorous activity, perhaps 
impaired judgment and abnormal 
behavior, which may give the im- 
pression of intoxication. 

Colorado Springs at the foot of 
Piké’s Peak is 6,036 feet high— 
nothing to speak of, if you have 
good health. But persons with 
anemia or CVD (heart or artery 
trouble of any kind) going to any 
place a mile or more above sea 
level do well to take it easy—stop 
over somewhere half way up for 
several days if possible. That way 
one becomes acclimated and avoids 
mountain sickness on arriving at 
the destination. 

Aside from the immediate symp- 
toms of anoxemia or oxygen def- 
icit already mentioned, the symp- 
toms of mountain sickness usually 
do not become noticeable within 
10 or 12 hours of arrival at the
